Mr. Dahl 
was elected by acclamation at the 
November meeting which saw 
Howard Spaeth. elected as vice- 
president and Frank Jepps as sec¬ 
retary. 

Over 60 members, including an 
encouraging number of ladies and 
young boys, enjoyed a full evening 
of discussion, speakers from Leth¬ 
bridge Fish & Game and an ex¬ 
ceptional show of colored slides by 
J. Allen Baker of the Bar U 
Ranch. 

A personal insurance policy for 
the organized sportsman, set up by 
the Alberta Fish & Game Associa¬ 
tion was given a year’s trial par¬ 
ticipation by the Vulcan local at 
the meeting. It covers injury or 
death to another person when the 
incident is caused accidentally by 
the insured and covers property 
damage when caused accidentally 
by the insured member. 

The cost of ’ the insurance is 
25c per member per year and the 
total membership must be included. 
At present, out of the $2.00 mem¬ 
bership fee 50c goes to the pro¬ 
vincial body as per capita tax. The 
decision of the meeting was to 
operate the scheme within the pre¬ 
sent membership fee so no increase 
in dues will be made in 1963. 

Good response was shown to the 
possibility of a fly-tieing club be¬ 
ing organized within the associa¬ 
tion. Bill Lethby, who was instru¬ 
mental in the formation of the 
Calgary Hook and Hackle Club, is 
a local member interested in help¬ 
ing as is Montie Findlay. 

In his report on upland bird 
hunting, Merle Smith said the sec¬ 
ond half of the season has given 
poor results, generally. There 
seems to be a fair number of 
pheasants left blit they are more 
gun-shy than ever. 

Don McCord of the migratory 
bird committee related an oddity 
found in ducks shot in the east 
country. The meat in many cases, 
tends towards a white color, as op¬ 
posed to the normal dark, and 
the ducks are very fat at this 
time. Many geese are still feeding 
on Lake McGregor but don’t give 
the hunter much shooting room 
except during winds when they are 
flying along the shore. They are 
feeding in the south end of the 
lake which is taken as an indica¬ 
tion of impending storm. 

Big game hunting suffered dur¬ 
ing the early part of the season 
from a combination of dry warm 
weather and a scarcity of game. 
On Nov. 6, Glen Dahl and his 
party were told at the check-point 
west of Claresholm in zone three 
that only six elk had been brought 
out and that further south at Por¬ 
cupine Ridge five were reported. 
This would indicate extremely poor 
tracking conditions in the dry 
brush. Also, the condition of the 
elk brought out indicated they 
were local animals meaning a 
scarcity of the migratory type this 
year. 

By contrast 27 moose were shot 
in zone three early in November 
pointing up the fact that they

Year’s weeks, the library will be 
optn 2 to 5 on Mondays rather 
than on Tuesdays.

County Councillors Give 
Thought To Road Paving 


At the regular County of Vulcan 
council meeting on Nov. 23, H. C. 
Duguid, District Engineer was pre¬

(Continued From Front Page) 
are apparently less apt to leave 
a hunted area than elk and are 
somewhat easier to stalk. 

A foot of snow has been report¬ 
ed this week in the Pincher Creek 
area and with the general snow¬ 
fall in the foothills it is expected 
hunting should be much improved. 

Hunters are reminded that the 
measuring of antlers will take 
place on Saturday afternoon, Dec. 
15, at Central Garage. Also, en¬ 
tries for the pheasant, duck and 
geese trophy competition are still 
being accepted. These trophies are 
given out at the annual banquet 
in February. 

Fish & Game membership is 
up this year with a total of 269 
against 236 in 1961, according to 
Ho wie Marshman, membership 
chairman. 

Another Kids' Night will be held 
as a part of this year’s program. 
The unexpected response to the 
first such event caught officials 
with a hall full of enthusiastic 
boys and girls, and no loudspeaker 
system. Fish & Game men plan on 
a good program and more adult 
help for the youngsters this time. 

President of the Lethbridge Fish 
& Game Association, Dave Hunt, 
spoke of the need for greater 
membership across the province in 
this sporting group. He said there 
are 101 locals making up 17,200 
members but this year there were 
approximately 100,000 licences for 
various types of hunting sold, 
meaning that Fish & Game is try¬ 
ing to bring about better hunting 
conditions for many who are not 
doing their part. 

The speaker mentioned a $7,450 
grant from the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment and a $2,000 grant from 
Ducks Unlimited as part of the 
operating revenue of Fish & Game. 
He stressed the growing import¬ 
ance of the organization, which 
through its resolutions passed on 
to the government, have brought 
about an increase in the number 
of game officers in the field and 
in the number of biologists sup¬ 
plied by the government, as some 
of the results. 

In his short address Joe Bala 
described the Southern Alberta 
Fish & Game Council of which he

lows, Honeysuckles and Lilac. 
There are also high and low grow¬ 
ing bundles, each containing 50 
trees and shrubs of various species. 

Any farmer in this province is 
eligible for these trees providing 
he summerfallowed the land on 
which he intends to plant them 
and that the trees are to be used 
for a farmstead, field or roadside 
shelterbelt. 

When planning an area to 
summerfallow for trees a year 
from now, be sure to leave enough 
room! Sixteen to twenty feet be¬ 
tween rows will ensure space for 
field machinery to pass through. 
And enough room means less 
competition for moisture. In this 


area, trees planted at the same 
distances as you see under forest 
conditions do not survive very 
many years. Planting trees too 
close together soon stops machin¬ 
ery from going between the rows 
and grass will flourish. The light 
intensity is suoh that close plant¬ 
ing will not eliminate the grass. 

Remember, when planning a 
future shelterbelt, think of what it 
will look like when the trees are 
grown up to near their full size. 

Now is the time of year to order. 
Step off the area to be planted 
and come into the office so that 
you get your order in before the 
supply of rooted materials run 
out.

— ADULT POLIO BOOSTERS — 

AH adults who received the first three Injections of poliomye¬ 
litis vaccine prior to and during the year 1958 are now due for 
their booster injection. These may be had free of charge at 
any of our Well Baby Clinics. 

These well-baby clinics are neld for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring Infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months of age, a series of four doses, three at 
monthly Intervals and the fourth, six months later, of the com¬ 
bined vaccine containing diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio (D.P.T. Polio). A booster dose of the above vaccine 
should be given at three years of age. A further booster, 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Polio (D.T. Polio) should be given 
prior to school entrance. 

Smallpox vaccination should be start'd any time after three 
months of age and before the child Is one year old with revac- 
dnation taking place every fifth yiar thereafter. 

There Is no charge at these clinics which are a service of the

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INDIAN HEAD AND SUTHERLAND 


FOREST NURSERY STATIONS 
TRANSFERRED TO PFRA 


REGINA. — Announced re¬ 
cently by the Hon. Alvin Hamil¬ 
ton, Minister of Agriculture, was 
the transfer of the Forest Nurs¬ 
ery Stations at Indian Head and 
Sutherland in Saskatchewan, 
from the Research Branch to the 
Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Ad¬ 
ministration. This is the most 
recent in a series of administra¬ 
tive moves designed to stream¬ 
line and Improve efficiency of 
operations within the Canada De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

Involved in this transfer will 
be the staff of approximately 90 
research officers, technicians, 
clerical personnel and labourers 
attached to the two stations, 52 
of whom are located at Indian 
Head, the remainder at Suther¬ 
land. 

Operated for more than half a 
century, the purpose of tho sta¬ 
tions has been to encourage the 
wider use of trees throughout the 
otherwise treeless prairie area 
by way of the production and 
free distribution of suitable tree 
seedlings for farm and field 
shelterbeKs. Since initiation of 
this program, the combined dis¬ 
tribution of seedlings from the 
two- stations has exceeded 300 


million trees. In addition, the 
stations have played a leading 
role in establishing and promot¬ 
ing basic programs of tree cul¬ 
ture throughout the prairie 
region, as well as being a major 
source of information for farm¬ 
ers, on questions concerning tree 
disease, insects, herbicides and 
other tree care problems. 

Under the PFRA the plan will 
be to increase and extend the 
services already being provided 
by the stations through the de¬ 
velopment of Irrigation, estab¬ 
lishment of improved handling 
and storage facilities, and use of 
PFRA field services to facilitate 
and extend the field distribution 
and advisory services required 
under an expanded program of 
tree planting. It is hoped in this 
way to increase tree distribution 
from a present rate of three to 
eight million trees, to 20 mil¬ 
lion trees annually. This num¬ 
ber will be necessary in order 
to meet growing farm demands 
for tree shelterbelts and antici¬ 
pated requirements for tree dis¬ 
tribution on soil and water con¬ 
servation. wildlife and agro- 
recreational projects sponsored 
under the ARDA program.
